TO GOVERN NRA 


Richburg to Frame Policies; 
Miss Perkins, Hopkins, 
Ickes Named. 


C am paigns For Dad 


W ashington, Sept. 
28 (AP).—A 
two-board 
com m and 
Thursday 
night 
was 
placed 
by 
President 
Roosevelt over the NRA th a t Hugh 
S. Johnson once dom inated single- 
handedly. 
One committee of six adm inis­ 
tration officials was selected to act 
under the direction of Donald R 
Richberg in 
perform ing th e 
vital 
task of fram ing future policies of 
the government's relation to busi­ 
ness. 
A second, composed of two indus­ 
trialists, two 
labor experts and a 
college professor, was nam ed by Mr. 
Roosevelt “to adm inister, under my 
direction” the Industrial Recovery 
law. 
The White House announcement 
revolutionizing the NRA 
of 
fiery 
Johnson days was m ade in two ex­ 
ecutive orders. 
One created the 
“National 
Industrial 
Recovery 
board,” the adm inistrative agency 
of the future. 
The other order revam ped 
the 
already existing Industrial Emer­ 
gency committee to include Secre­ 
tary Ickes, Secretary Perkins, Ches­ 
ter Davis, AAA adm inistrator; the 
chairm an to be selected by the new 
National 
Industrial 
Recovery 
board; Harry 
Hopkins, relief ad­ 
m inistrator, and Richberg. 
Duties Of The Six 
These six were given the follow­ 
ing duties; 
"(I) 
To m ake recom m endations 
to the president through its direc­ 
tor with respect to problems of re­ 
lief, public 
works, labor 
disputes 
and 
industrial 
recovery, 
together 
with allied problems of agricultural 
recovery; 
“ (2) 
To study and co-ordinate 
the handling of joint problems af­ 
fecting these activities and 
“ (3) 
To determ ine, with the ap­ 
proval of the president, the general 
policies of the administration of the 
National Industrial Recovery act." 
To the new administrative board 
Mr. Roosevelt appointed Clay Wil­ 
liams and A. D. Whiteside, indus­ 
trialists; Sidney Hillm an and Leon 
C. Marshall, labor spokesmen, and 
W alton Hamilton, professor of con­ 
stitutional law at Yale university. 
Two Ex-Officio Officers 
To these the president added as 
ex - officio 
members, 
Blackwell 
Smith, NRA legal advisor, and Leon 
Henderson, its chief economic ad­ 
visor and head of the research and 
planning division. 
Colonel 
Oeorge A. Lynch 
will 
serve as active adm inistrative of­ 
ficer directly under the board.
